At a very early age it will drink a lit­ 
tle water if it has an opportunity and 
it will do this a number of times dur­ 
ing the day. 
It is a good plan to have water be­ 
fore it at all tim es. 
This need of the 
calf for water is not generally un­ 
derstood and the young animal is 
usually painfully thirsty as well as 
hungry at feeding time. 
The result 
Is that it gorges itself with the milk 
or drinks too rapidly when it has a 
chance. 
Thus it does not get the full 
benefit of the milk and digestive trou­ 
bles will result 
Remember that milk 
is the calf’s food. 
Water should be 
its drink.

Those With Wealth Gone to England 


Or the South of France— Situa­ 


tion Is Said to Re Tru­ 


ly Deplorable. 


Unless Young Animals Are Kept Grow­ 
ing 
During 
First Year Final 
Development Is Retarded. 


The Hague, July 31. -T he Belgium 
exiles are the tragic figures of the 
Kuropean war. 
The state of siege 
which has been declared in* “most of 


the provinces near the frontier has 
driven them lo 
Notlh-Hol!and 
and 


South-Holland, the two provinces along 
the North Sea where they can move 
at liberty. 
There in the small towns, 
but by preference in The Hague, they 
have established themselves according 
to their means. Most of them are well 
past the fifties, while their wives may 
be a few years younger. The men of 
middle age have either enlisted in the 
Belgian army or have been obliged to 
return to their ovvTi country to save 
whatever could be saved of the wreck­ 
age of their business. The older peo­ 
ple, however, by general consent re­ 
main away from their own land 
For, 
as they explain, they could do no 
good, they would be in the Wray and 
they would not benefit their country 
in any fashion. 
They have got to 
stay where they are and wait for the 
ultimate end. 
Almost invariably they belong to 
the middle classes, for the rich peo­ 
ple have gone to England or to the 
south of Fiance. 
They have estab­ 
lished themselves in some of the small 
er boarding houses and their great 
aim in life seems to be bow to get rid 
of the 24 hours which compose the 
day. 
In the morning they are seen 
in the parks, dressed properly and 
neatly, but often enough the coat is 
old and shiny, for funds from their 
fatherland can not easily reach them 
and their small deposits in the bank 
has to last perhaps for many years. 
Almost invariably husband and wife 
walk together and judging by the few' 
words heard in passing, the conversa­ 
tion is always and without exception 
of the war. 
When they reach 
a 
comfortable 
bench they sit down and prepare for 
the mo rn in c's labor. Tint consists in 
reading the two Belgian papers print­ 
ed in Holland, one the Echo Beige, 
printed in 
French, 
the 
other 
De 
Ylaamsche Stem, printed in Flemish. 
These little sheets do not bring much 
that is very new. 
The frontier is 
carefully sealed against transmission 
of all valuable new s. To make up for 
important items of international im­ 
portance, those two papers print the 
rumors 
which 
mysteriously 
float 
through this colony of 
exiles 
and 
wThich fill the lives of many of them, 
ever opimitstic, with the. hope of a 
speedy 
change 
of 
the 
situation. 
Ninety-nine times out of a hundred, 
these rumors have to be contradicted 
the next day on the same page. Then 
the community of patient wanderers 
exclaim, “better luck tomorrow,” and 
lose not a particle of their faith in 
the ultimate victory of their ‘‘cause.” 
Anyway, the perusal of their native 
papers printed upon foreign soil fills 
the entire morning and when luncheon 
comes the couples drift back to their 
boarding houses. 
After luncheon there 
is 
another 
visit to the parks and perhaps a walk 
to the nearby seaside, where upon 
certain days (when there is a particu­ 
lar combination of atmospheric phe­ 
nomena) the booming of the guns in 
far away Flanders can be heard. Then 
the discussion of the war, Bs causes 
and probable effects waxes hot to the 
accompaniment of the deeply-vibrating 
“boom-boom-boom,” which tells the 
tale of further destruction in the Bel­ 
gian lands. 
This brings the day up to the even­ 
ing hours, when the principal Dutch 
papers appear, and then these are 
studied and praised or condemned, ac­ 
cording to the side which they are 
supposed to take. 
With endless cups 
of ever weaker tea (a custom of Hol­ 
land and Flanders), the last delivery 
of mail, which takes place at IO o’elck, 
is awaited in the vague hope for news 
from horn**, news which can not comp 
unless it possesses wingr* with trhloh j 
to fly across or the hands of a mote 
with which to burrow* under the strict­ 
ly guarded barbed wire fences which 
separate Belgium from Holland. 
In this routine of useless tasks and 
aim less promenades the days of the I 
Belgian exiles pass. 
Most of them 
are too old to become an integral part I 
of the foreign society into which they J 
have been suddenly cast. When they 
? pp ak with strangers, and this they! 
do very readily, they all tell the same 
sto ry : 
until the day of our d e fe re n c e . We 
are too old to help our country. 
We 
walt and hope, for the cause of our 
land is right and the day of victory 
must com e” 
They have, however, 
one grievance. 
That is the Sunday.

following birth. On farms having hand 
separators there is no difficulty in 
pro\ iding the sweet milk for calves 
morning and evening; 
but farmer? 
"h o patronize whole-milk creameries 
or who still skim by hand should re 
member that after the first few week? 
milk for calves should either be thor 
oughly sweet or fully sour, that the 
most dangerous condition is the half- 
sour stage. 
If milk is fed to calve* 
when it is in this changing conditioi 
it is almost certain to cause indiges 
tion. 
It should not be half sour, no: 
sour one day and sweet the next, bu' 
always one or the other. 
Clean feeding palls must be used 
otherwise the germs of fermentatioi 
and diarrhea will be brought to th* 
infant cow from the slime of the dirt: 
drinking dish, and with young calve' 
it is important that the temperatur* 
at which the milk is fed be nearl> 
that of the body. 
Older animals m^: 
receive milk of the temperature o 
the milk-holding tank. 
* While it is very important tha 
heifers should have free access t« 
pasture during the second summer, t< 
develop strong bodies, the calf nee* 
not have pasture the first summer. Ii 
fact, for calves born after the firs 
of the year, pasturing may be a di? 
ad vantage. Most young calves in th I 
country are better off chewing tende 
hay in the quiet and half-dark stabl< 
than fighting flies, panting from th 
heat, and cropping tough grass in th. 
pasture.

Besides this, he had a per­ 
sonal fort une-Hwt-he- had-accumulat­ 
ed W'hile on the police force amount- j 
Ing to $70,000 or $80,000, all of which j 
was on deposit in New York banks, j 
When he w as arrested 
no one bo- I 
lieved for an instant that he would j 
be held twenty-four 
hours, 
and the j 
idea that he would be convicted of 
the crime with which he was charg­ 
ed wras laughed to scorn by those on 
the “ihside.”

The second year of the European war opens today. 
On August 1,1914, Germany declared war against Russia 
and the last chance vanished of localizing the Austro-Ser- 
bian war, declared three days previously by Austria- 
Hungary. 
All the great powers of Europe were drawn into a 
struggle the like of which history has not heretofore re­ 
corded. Eleven nations are at war and almost all lands 
are affected, directly or indirectly. Millions of men have 
been killed, wounded or carried to captivity in hostile 
countries. 
Billions of dollars have been expended. 
Thousands of square miles of territory have been devas­ 
tated and hundreds of cities and towns laid waste. Half 
the world is in mourning for the dead. And although the 
war has been in progress with unexampled fury for a 
year, the result may he summarized in one brief sentence: 
No decisive results have been achieved and the end is not 
in sight. 
Determination to pursue the war to a decisive ending 
has been expressed by high officials of all belligerent na­ 
tions, preparations are being made for next winter’s cam­ 
paign, and, in fact, indications from Europe are that it 
is more likely to increase in size rather than decrease.

Mesopotamia, there has been sporadic 
fighting between Turkish and British 
troops. 
Turkey sent an army to at­ 
tack the Suez canal, but the main 
body of troops failed to reach its ob­ 
jective. 
In Africa French and British troops 
occupied Togoland and part of the 
Kamerun, 
German 
possessions. 
A 
British attack on German East Africa 
was defeated. 
The insular possessions of Germany 
in the Pacific were captured by Great 
Britain and Japan. 
Tsing-tau, the German fortress in 
China, was captured by the Japanese, 
aided by a British contingent. 


No Great Battles on the Sea. 
On the seas there have 
been 
no 
great 
battles. 
Great 
Britain’s 
su­ 
premacy, owing to the overwhelming 
size of her fleet, has not been dis­ 
puted to the ultimate issue, the main 
German fleet having 
remained 
in 
home waters. 
Two German cruisers 
which were 
in 
the 
Mediterranean 
when war began went to the Darda­ 
nelles and were acquired by Turkey. 
A few German cruisers and converted 
merchantmen, including the famous 
Emden, and the Karlsruhe, Kronprinz 
Wilhelm and Prinz 
Eitel 
Friedrich, 
raided shipping of the allies 
for 
a 
time, but were eventually 
sunk 
or 
forced to intern in neutral ports*. 
The Austro-Hungarian fleet‘has re­ 
mained in the Adriatic and the Turk­ 
ish fleet has been kept from the Ae­ 
gean. 
Germany’s merchant marine 
has been swept from the seas. 
There have been several nival bat­ 
tles of importance, however. 
In the 
first month of the war Rear Admiral 
Beatty’s squadron dashed into Helgo- 
and Bight, near 
the 
great German 
naval station, and sank three German 
cruisers and two 
torpedo 
boat de­ 
stroyers. In January occurred a bat­ 
tle in the North sea between British 
warships and 
a 
German 
squadron, 
w’hich presumably was attempting a 
raid on the English coast. In this bat­ 
tle the German cruiser Blucher was 
sunk. 


Several Vessels Sunk. 
The German far 
eastern squadron 
defeated 
Vice 
Admiral 
Cradock’s 
British squadron off the Chilean coast 
on Nov. I, sinking the Good Hope and 
the Monmouth. 
The British obtained 
their revenge in December, when, off 
the Falkland Islands, a powerful Brit­ 
ish squadron defeated the Germans, 
sinking the Scharnhorst, Gneisemau, 
Leipzig and Nuernberg. 
German squadrons have 
twice at­ 
tacked the 
English 
coast, 
causing 
some loss of life and damage to prop­ 
erty. 
English towns, including Lon­ 
don, have also been attacked by Ger­ 
man aircraft, which have made sev­ 
eral successful trips across the North 
sen, raiding points on the east coast. 
Methods of fighting have been al­ 
tered radically in consequence of les­ 
sons learned in the first year of the 
war. It has been pre-eminently a wrar 
of machines. 
The resources afforded 
by 
modern 
scientific 
development 
have been taxed to devise 
new in­ 
struments of death and' destruction 
more potent than ever had been em­ 
ployed. It has 
also 
been 
a war of 
surprises. New problems have arisen, 
necessitating reconstruction of 
the 
theory of war. 
Plans 
and methods 
heretofore approved by authorities on 
military affairs were discarded, 
and 
the staffs of the various armies were 
compelled to grapple with situations 
for w’hich there w’as no precedent. 


The First Great Surprise. 
The first great surprise of the war 
was the German 42-centimeter (16M* 
inch gun), which hurls for some fif­ 
teen miles a shell weighing almost a 
ton. 
The 
great fortifications which 
were the pride 
of Belgium and be­ 
lieved to 
be 
almost 
impregnable 
w’ere battered 
into 
ruins 
by these 
guns in a comparatively 
short time. 
Two of these guns stationed ten miles 
from Antwerp wrecked its elaborate 
defense w’orks. Liege and Namur fell 
similarly.’ 
The use of artillery and machine 
guns, in fact, has 
been 
one of the 
principal features of the war. 
Great 


execution 
was 
done 
by 
the 
new 
Krupp 
11-inch 
howitzer, 
weighing 
nearly 40 tons, with a six-mile radius. 
The Austrian 
12-inch howitzer also 
has 
proved 
exceptionally 
efficient. 
The French 75-milimeter gun is re­ 
garded as one of the most effective 
field pieces. 
On all the 
European 
battle fields 
artillery has been the main reliance 
of the 
various 
armies. 
Trenches 
bristle with 
machine 
guns, 
which 
military men declare bid fair to rele­ 
gate the riflle to a secondary place. 
N 
It was with artillery that the Austro- 
Gerraan 
forces 
blasted 
their 
w’ay 
across Galicia a few weeks ago, mak­ 
ing what was said to be the greatest 
concentration of 
heavy 
and 
light 
field pieces ever seen. With artillery 
the British won at 
Neuve Chapelle, 
the Germans at Soissons. Every con­ 
siderable movement 
of 
infantry 
is 
preceded by a heavy 
artillery bom­ 
bardment, and frequently the infant­ 
ry has little more to do than occupy 
the positions of the enemy made un­ 
tenable by artiller)' fire. 


Deadly Machine Guns. 
The deadliness 
of 
machine guns 
necessitated recourse to trenches, for 
no troops in exposed positions could 
live within range of the rapid firers. 
Consequently trench warfare has de­ 
veloped to an 
extent 
never before 
seen. Whole armies moved into un­ 
derground 
quarters, 
with elaborate 
labyrinths of 
passages and subter­ 
ranean living and sleeping quarters. 
The result of machine warfare was 
the use of ammunition on a scale for 
which 
the world was unprepared. 
England recognized it as her great­ 
est problem and made David Lloyd- 
George minister of munitions, 
with 
power to mobilize the nation’s work­ 
ers for the production of war muni­ 
tions on a colossal scale. France took 
similar measures. 
Italy, 
which had 
ten months to prepare for wa”, found 
it necessary 
after 
ten 
months of 
fighting to appoint by royal decree a 
supreme committee 
to increase the 
production of munitions. The battle 
of Nueve Chapelle alone is said to 
have cost the British 
the expendi­ 
ture or more powder than the entire 
Boer war. 
One result of the 
development of 
this form of warfare is the eclipse of 
cavalry as one of the principal arms 
of the service. Cavalry is still used 
on the eastern front to a small ex­ 
tent, but its employment in France 
virtually has been abandoned. 
The 
cavalrymen 
have 
been dismounted 
and placed in the trenches. 


Warfare By Submarines. 
Almost as conspicuous is the de­ 
velopment of submarine warfare. The 
remarkable 
exploits 
of submarines 
have proved their efficiency so thor­ 
oughly that already’ 
the supremacy 
of battleships has been 
challenged. 
Germany, compelled to rely chiefly on 
these craft for her marine activities, 
has gained the greatest success with 
them. Their first large 
achievement 
was the torpedoing and sinking with­ 
in one hour of the British cruisers 
Cressy, Aboukir 
and 
Hogue in the 
North sea in September. Since that 
time hundreds of 
vessels, warships 
and merchantmen have been sent to 
the bottom in the 
North 
sea, 
the 
Baltic, the English channel, the Adri­ 
atic and the Dardanelles. From all 
causes more 
than 
500 vessels have 
been destroyed. 
England 
has been 
the greatest sufferer 
by 
reason of 
lier preponderance of 
shipping 
and 
also on account of the German gov­ 
ernment’s attempt 
to blockade that 
country, following the declaration of 
a war zone around the British isles 
last February. 
In size, speed and 
cruising radius 
the new type of submarines 
far ex­ 
ceeds the earlier small 
vessels, de­ 
signed primarrily for coast defense. 
Germany’s new submarines 
are as 
long as a good sized cruiser. Captain 
Otto Hersing took the U-51 about 4,- 
000 miles from Wilhelmshaven, past 
Gibraltar, through the Mediterranean 
and to the Dardanelles, where it tor­ 
pedoed the 
British 
battleships Tri­ 
umph and Majestic, and proceeded to 
Constantinople. 
The 
voyage 
from 
Wilhelmshaven 
to 
the Dardanelles 
required one month. 


Aeroplane Also Figures. 
The aeroplane, almost 
as an un­ 
known quantity at the beginning of 
the war, as far as its military value 
was concerned, has proved its prac­ 
ticability so thoroughly that it must 
be rated with 
the 
submarines and 
the heavy guns as one of the great­ 
est features of the war. In fact, it has 
exercised 
a 
dominating 
influence 
over land operations, and 
to its use 
perhaps more than any 
other single 
factor may be ascribed the deadlock 
month after month in the principal 
fields of battle. It has rendered price­ 
less service in reconnoitering, taking 
the place of cavalry. It has caused a 
revision of the tactics and strategy

I 
am 
tak­ 
ing along my first aid kit, and I am 
chesty enough to think that I know 
how to use it for the hoys’ good, for 
I have been making a study of this 
sort of thing for many years. If neces­ 
sary, I will send the boy home for 
better treatment, though I do not ex­ 
pect it will be necessary 
W hat’s that? 
Your boy walks in 
his sleep? Yes, mam. lots of them do. 
And for that reason I know how to lo­ 
cate my camp and take care of it so 
that he will not walk into the d-e-e-p 
w-a-t-e-r and get d-r-o-w-n-e d ! Brrrrrr! 
Let me tell you of a recent experience 
on one of our hikes.

The political effects

The principal result 
thus far is the definite rupture of the 
traditional alignment,

Europe for years into two alliances, 
with a theoretical balance of power, 
Great Britain,

forming the triple entente

Austria-Hungary

Italy 
constituting the triple alliance. 
Germany to Ally's Support. 
From the day Austria-Hungary be 
carne involved in serious difficulties 
with Serbia there 
was 
little doubt 
Germany would support her 
ally in 
case Russia adhered to her tradition­ 
al policy of • defending 
her 
Slavic 
kinsmen in 
the 
Balkans. 
The en­ 
trance into the war of France follow­ 
ed as a natural sequence of her al­ 
liance with Russia, and 
Great Brit­ 
ain joined in after Germany's inva- 
eion of Belgium. 
Italy was thus the only one of the 
six nations concerned in the two al­ 
liances which was 
not 
involved at 
the outset. Proclaiming her neutrali­ 
ty, she utilized the 
opportunity 
to 
seek from Austria the territory to the 
north of her border which she had 
long desired. 
Failing to obtain full 
satisfaction of her demands, she re­ 
nounced the triple alliance and join­ 
ed the allies. The triple entente thus 
was converted into the quadruple en­ 
tente, as it is sometimes called now. 
Germany 
and 
Austria-Hungary 
were strengthened by the adhesion of 
Turkey to the informal alliance with 
Germany which had sprung up in re­ 
cent years, and in November Turkey 
entered the war. Montenegro took up 
arms with the Serbs, and Belgium on 
being invaded joined the allies. 
Ja ­ 
pan, Great Britain’s ally in the east, 
opened war on Germany, 
following 
Berlin’s refusal to 
surrender Tsing- 
tau. There are 
thus 
eleven nations 
now at war, 
of 
which 
eight form 
what are known as the allies. 
On Precipice for a Decade. 
Historians are agreed that 
the as­ 
sassination of the Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand in Sarajevo, Bosnia, 
on 
June 8, 1914, 
while 
the immediate 
cause of the war, was not the deter­ 
mining influence. Europe had been on 
the edge of the precipice for a decade 
Perhaps the chief 
underlying factor 
was the development of the national 
idea, demanding that political divis 
ions should be 
made 
to correspond 
with the territory inhabited by the 
various peoples of Europe; that each 
people, with common 
language and 
customs, should have 
political inde­ 
pendence and a “place in 
the sun. 
The struggle to attain this end kept 
Europe in political turmoil. 
France 
aspired for Alsace and Lorraine, Italy 
for Trieste and the T/rentino, 
popu­ 
lated largely by Italians; Serbia for 
Bosnia, 
Rumania 
for 
Transylvania 
and 
Bessarabia. 
Austria-Hungary 
within whose boundaries 
is a com 
plexity of races, with varying claims 
and 
aspirations, 
was 
particularly 
menaced by the growth of this idea 
and it was one phase of 
this agita 
tion—Serbia’s 
desire 
for 
Bosnia 
which brought on 
the 
crisis. 
The 
same motive brought in Montenegro 
and Italy and influenced France and 
Russia to go to war. 
The growth of 
the 
national idea 
was attended by the growth of mili­ 
tarism as a means for securing these 
desires. The greatest standing armies 
in history were built up, compulsory 
military service became widespread.

View of Russian Minister. 


Petrograd, July 31.—The following 
statement concerning the conclusion 
of the first year of the war was pre­ 
pared for the Associated Press by M. 
Polivanoff, Russian minister of war: 
“My opinion in a few words, after 
after one year’s duration of the war, 
unprecedented in the world’s annals, 
is as follows; 
“The enemy is strong 
and 
cruel, 
and that is the very reason why Rus-j 
sia and her heroic allies must con­ 
tinue the war—should it last for sev­ 
eral years—until the enemy is com­ 
pletely crushed. (Signed)—Alexei An- 
dreievitch 
Polivanoff, 
Minister 
of 
War.” 


Another Russian View. 
Petrograd, July 31.—From a person 
who, although not connected officially 
with the war department, is in close 
touch with the government officials 
and is well acquainted with the mili­ 
tary situation aud the Russian state 
of feeling, the Assocaited Press has 
obtained the following review of the 
first year of the war: 
“The end of the first year of the 
war finds Russia’s potential fighting 
ability undiminished. 
Her armies are 
intact, her resources 
virtually 
un­ 
touched; and the determination of her 
people, the morale of her troops, have 
only been deepened with the growing 
realization of the enemy’s strength. 
“This determination 
is 
expressed 
most forcibly in the mobilization of 
vast industrial resources for the pro­ 
duction of war munitions. 
These ef­ 
forts are rapidly lessening the dispar­ 
ity of the combatants in guns and am­ 
munition. 
Russia does not look for 
speedy termination of the struggle, 
but feels confident of her power to 
exhaust the enemy. 
Eastern Front Campaign, 
“The campaign on the eastern front 
must be viewed in relation 
to 
the 
enormous 
extent 
of 
territory over 
which battles have been waged, from 
the 
Baltic 
to Bukowina. 
The far 
flung advances 
and 
retreats 
here 
have had no more significance rela­ 
tively than gains and losses 
of 
a 
thousand yards on the western front. 
To interpret Russia’s tempprary loss 
of territory as German success is to 
ignore Russia’s role 
to 
engage 
as 
great a part of the enemy’s forces as 
possible; to relieve pressure on her 
allies. 
Russia’s refusal to accept bat 
tie 
in 
disadvantageous 
conditions, 
even though she 
must 
temporarily 
abandon 
territory, 
bas 
kept 
her 
armies and defensive lines unbroken. 
“It is the assertion of Russian au 
Glorifies that every German advance 
has cost Germany more men, both rel 
atively and actually, than it cost Rus 
sia. 
They regard Germany as now 
committed definitely to a campaign 
which is carrying the German armies 
farther and farther from their bases; 
and to abandon this campaign would 
be a disastrous defeat for her. More 
over, it is maintained that not even 
the territorial ambitions of Germany 
lave been realized, since the German 
objectives on this front have not been 
fully attained. 
Losses by the Austrians. 
The advance of the Austrians into 
Southern Russia in the early stage o 
the war met with full defeat. 
It was 
followed by Austria’s loss of Galicia. 
General Ivanoff, at the head of the 
Southern Russian armies, carried on 
one of the most 
brilliant 
offensive 
campaigns of the war. 
The present 
stage may possibly be regarded as an 
uncompleted repetition of the earlier 
movement. 
“Furthermore, the repeated German 
drives at Warsaw from the west have 
cost the enemy 
tremendous 
losses. 
It was only after six weeks of the 
most intense fighting in the Bzura re­ 
gion due west of Warsaw last winter 
that the Germans recognized the fu­ 
tility of attempting to break the Rus­ 
sian front by direct 
frontal 
move­ 
ments. 
“On the other hand, by exacting a 
heavy toll of lives in rear guard ac­ 
tions during the carefully ordered re­ 
treats and by keeping her own army 
intact, Russia successfully performed 
her appointed task. 
Draw Men From Other Fronts. 
“The 
East 
Prussian 
aggressive, 
which manifested itself periodically, 
and latterly the Baltic campaign never 
have been regarded otherwise than as 
diversions. 
A parallel to these move­ 
ments is found in the Bukowina op­ 
erations, in their relation to the gen­ 
eral Galician campaign. 
Their chief 
importance has been to 
draw’ 
men 
from other fronts, w’here more serious 
fighting has been in progress. 
“While it is understood the fate of 
the Turkish provinces on the Cauca­ 
sian front will be determined by the 
general course of the war, this should 
not minimize the 
genuine 
military 
.successes Russia has achieved in that 
distant field. 
Russia did not desire 
to expend her strength in Asiatic Tur­ 


key. but when opposed by the threat­ 
ening Turkish advance in December 
she exerted her power, flung back the 
Turkish army at Sari Kamysh, and 
began a series of movements which 
carried the Russian arms to Van and 
the approaches of Bitlis and Mush, in 
Turkish Armenia.” 


How Premier Asquith Sees It. 
London, July 31.—The prime minis­ 
ter of Great Britain, the Right Hon­ 
orable Herbert H. Asquith, has given 
the Associated Press

“I have been asked to send a mes­ 
sage to the United States of America 
at the end of the first year of the 
war. 
“The reasons why we are fighting 
are known in America. 
The world 
has judged, and will judge, not our 
words but our actions.
